WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. t 
A host of new plants 
from 
the 
Orient, unknown to American hor­ 
ticulturists, has been brought 
to 
the United States by P. H. Dorset!, 
agricultural explorer for the de 
pertinent of 
agriculture. 
Several 
thousand varieties of grains, tubers, 
bulbs, seeds and cutting* are in 
the Dorsett collection. 
Two fruits are In the collection 
which the department intend* 
to 
experiment with In California. One 
is a wild grape unlike 
anything 
ever brought to the United States 
before, very bitter and of prac­ 
tically no use as It grow* at pres­ 
ent. 
It was found In the tropical 
jungles of north Sumatra. The de­ 
partment feels it will be valuable 
for citrue 
grower* 
in 
breeding 
work. 
Another plant for California ex­ 
perimentation is a wild grape that 
grow* rank all over the mountains 
where it Is a heavy yielder and Is 
used largely for claret. 
It* hardi­ 
ness makes it of potential value for 
the breeding of a 
strong 
table 
grape for northern states 
where 
grapes are not now being grow'n 
There are 600 seed 
packets of 
wheat, barley, soybeans and other

as tho meat packing Industry re­ 
covers every particle of the ani­ 
mal carcasses sold to them and 
makes Its profits from tho by­ 
products, so the farmers of the 
country should be able to utilize 
their wasts products by turning 
them Into profits. 
This was the 
statement of Dr. George K. Bur­ 
gees, director of the bureau of 
standards, 
who 
announced that 
the bureau’s scientific men are 
now working on a series of prob­ 
lems to bring this about. 
Tho preliminary work ta In con­ 
nection with the profitable utilisa­ 
tion of such materials as straw, 
corn cobs, peanut shelly oat hulls, 
cotton 
seed 
hulls, corn stalks, 
grasses and sugar cane refuse. 
Some of this has been finished 
and the bureau hopes to make a 
public 
announcement 
regarding 
discoveries as soon as the work 
of checking the experiments has 
been finished. 
Artichoke Sugar 
The bureau already has dis­ 
covered 
that 
It 
can make the 
sweetest sugar known from arti­ 
chokes and that fuel for internal- 
combustlon engines, industrial al­ 
cohol, and acetone can bo pro­ 
duced from grains and potatoes 
Paint can be made from certain 
vegetable matter, paper from corn 
stalks and straw and condensa­ 
tion products similar to bakelite 
from corn cobs and oat hulls. 
"The problem Is not what can 
bo made from these materials,’’ 
said Dr. Burgess, “but how it 
ran bo mado efficiently on a com­ 
mercial basta. 
A condition very 
similar 
to 
this existed in 
the 
production of dextrose prior to 
1918. 
Dextrose 
had been 
pro­ 
duced In tho laboratory, but no 
way had been shown by which It 
could bo recovered on a commer­ 
cial basis. 
Tho bureau took up 
this part of tho problem and 
proved in a commercial plant that 
dextrose could be recovered cheap­ 
ly on a largo scale.” 
# 
Dr. Burgess estimated that 600,- 
000,000 ' tons of farm waste mate­ 
rials are produced annually In tho 
United States and the market for 
tho products Into which they can 
bs converted already exists. 
He 
added that 
tbs problem ta *one 
of applied research by experts in 
the various lines. 
Packers Bet Example 
‘To Illustrate 
what might be 
accomplished, it Bk only necessary 
to recall the condition today In 
the meat packing Industry,” said 
Dr. Burgess. "At the present time 
the value of the matter recovered 
from the carcasses of animals sold 
by the farmers to the large pack­ 
ing houses is less than the price 
paid by the packers to the farm­ 
ers for the animals, 
‘The entire profit In the pack­ 
ing Industry, as well as some of 
the expenses 
of operation, are 
made out of the 
sale 
of by­ 
products. 
In fact, at the present 
time, It Is the boast of the pack­ 
ing industry, that not only particle 
of tho animal ta wasted.**

Further, it points out that va­ 
rious other appropriation 
measures, 
providing for aid tot; development 
of various waterways, including tho 
Stockton deep w ater channel, Long 
Bc^ch harbor and San Rafael b ar­ 
be * have been introduced and soot* 
of them already passed.

At thin time of th# year, par 
tubularly, grower* are buying con 
alderable quantities of seod. 
The 
agricultural 
e x t e n s i o n 
service 
wishes to direct attention of Or 
ango county growers that it would 
be to their advantage to anticipate 
their need for the spring supply 
of seed, so that they may have 
time 
to 
have 
the 
various 
lots 
tested before the seed Is actually 
needed. 
The 
California seed 
law 
was 
enacted in 1921 for the protec­ 
tion of the planter of seed. 
The 
seed law requires that each lot 
of field seed; 
such 
as alfalfa, 
wheat, barley, 
cover 
crop seed, 
etc., must have a tag or label a t­ 
tached to the exterior of the con­ 
tainer on which must be printed 
or written certain statem ents as 
to the quality of the seed. 
The 
purpose of these statem ents Is to 
enable th* planter of seed to de­ 
termine the exact quality of the 
seed before he purchases. 
Few people, even 
farm ers, can 
determine quality of seed by giv­ 
ing it a casual examination. 
The 
determination of the presence of 
many noxious weed seeds; 
such 
as dodder In alfalfa, requires the 
knowledge of one who has had con­ 
siderable experience. The presence 
of any noxious weed seed; such 
as dodder in a lot of seed, Is re ­ 
quired to be stated on the label. 
No one can determine the germ i­ 
nating ability of seed by giving it 
a visual examination. 
Such can 
only be determined by testing. The 
law does not contemplate the pro­ 
hibiting of the sale of any class 
of seed, no m atter how foul w ith 
weeds or even if dead. It does en­ 
able the planter to determine these 
items of quality by examining the 
label. 
The California seed laboratory is 
established at 1217 L street. S acra­ 
mento, and is operated Jointly by 
the California state departm ent of 
agriculture and the United States 
departm ent of agriculture. 
There 
is no seed testing laboratory oper­ 
ated at the University of C alifor­ 
nia. Any citizen of California may 
subm it samples of seed to the lab ­ 
oratory at Sacramento to be tested 
and ahalyaed. 
No charge Is made 
for this 
testing 
until a certain 
number 
has 
been 
reached. 
Ail 
samples should be addressed, to the 
seed laboratory, 1217 L street, Sac­ 
ramento, and should 
carry some 
identification mark to distinguish

Along with deposits of the C ar­ 
boniferous Age, fossil remains of 
this 
insect 
are 
found, 
absolute 
proof of its antiquity. No man (or 
woman) was there to be bothered 
by him or to bother him. 
There 
were no flies, wasps or b u tter­ 
flies. 
There are several species of thiB 
Insect in various 
parts 
of 
the 
world, but these have been c ar­ 
ried as stowaways in ships to the 
tour quarters of the earth. 
So one 
can not say as to whether the in ­ 
habitants of the dark cracks and 
crannies of his kitchen are Cro­ 
ton 
Bugs, 
Oriental 
cockioaches. 
Australian cockroaches, or our own 
native species, Periplaneta am eri­ 
cana. 
The Oriental cockroach is small ­ 
er than the American variety, and 
la 
England, 
"«here 
cockroaches 
were unknown until cM ut three 
hundred years ago, they are knc.’rn 
aa the black beetle. 


There is no excuse for superflu­ 
ous hair on the face or under the 
arms, and there is no excuse for 
warts and moles and such blem­ 
ishes except the Inability to pay 
the small sum to have them re­ 
moved.

over

face and w'hen you have finished 
touch 
the places with peroxide. 
This not only makes the skin anti­ 
septic but also discourages a new 
growth of hair and bleaches It 
when it does come in. 
W arts, moles and birth marks 
are 
different. 
Such 
blemishes 
should never be home treated, they 
should be treated by a doctor only. 
They are easy and inexpensive to 
remove. 
Bad ones can be snip­ 
ped off painlessly lf a local anes­ 
thetic is used and the scar is prac­ 
tically Invisible.

bing turpentine into & w art a few 
times a day will make it disap­ 
pear in a short while.

rubbing it with wet salt will cure

Senator from Nebraska 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—It 
ap­ 
pear» 
that 
the 
M cNary-Haugen 
farm relief bill will be voted upon 
am in this year In both houses of 
congress. 
It does not appear that it will 
become a law. 
Farm ers 
understand 
the 
bill 
pretty thoroughly, but to the aver­ 
age citizen It 
Is 
perhaps 
only 
known by name. Hence, it may be 
Interesting to have Its principles 
explained 
by 
Senator 
Robert 
Beecher Howell of Nebraska, one 
of Its milder proponents and 
a 
man qualified by several factors to 
give such an explanation. 
"To begin with,” says 
Senator 
Howell, “there are two schools 
of 
thought 
One 
would 
repeal 
or 
greatly modify the tariff and pull 
down the other fellow to the farm ­ 
er's level. 
The other proposes to 
raise the farm er to the other fel­ 
low's level. 
“The second school may be di­ 
vided into two other 
schools 
of 
thought, one of which favors lift­ 
ing th 
farm er by 
voluntary 
co­ 
operation and the other by com­ 
pulsory 
co-operation. 
The 
Mc- 
N ary-H augen 
bill 
Is 
compulsory 
co-operation and It says voluntary 
co-operation will not succeed. 
"The tariff merely compels ev­ 
eryone to 
co-operate 
in 
paying 
higher prices and 
m aintaining 
a 
higher level. 
The railroads 
are 
compelled to co-operate in m ain­ 
taining one schedule of rates, fixed 
by the Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission, 
a 
price-fixing organiza­ 
tion. 
“We all have to co-operate 
to 
m aintain our public schools 
and 
systems of 
governm ent 
Industry 
has, been 
organizing 
voluntarily. 
There are 450 co-operating 
trade 
organizations—all w ith the purpose 
of making more money and insuring 
profits. 
Labor co-operates to in­ 
sure satisfactory wages. 
"Thus, tw o-thirds of the coun­ 
try is organized and the farm er Is 
down on the ground. 
"We propose to ald the farm er 
In eliminating excessive competi­ 
tion like everyone else has elimi­ 
nated i t 
"Now that there is a surplus of 
some of our principal crops, the 
farm er is getting a world price, for 
tho surplus has to be exported and 
It has to sell at the competitive 
price which it meets abroad. 
"I personally favored trying out 
the M c N a ry -Haugen bill en wheat 
alone at first and then applying it 
to corn, cattle, hogs and 
cotton 
after it had been shown th at it 
would work. 
But, of course, the 
plan now Is to make It more ex­ 
tensive. 
"Under the M cNary-Haugen bill 
the farm er would get 
a 
United 
States price on four out of five 
bushels of wheat. The other bushel, 
lf sold by the board handling the 
surplus, would only command the 
world price, but the farm er would 
get the benefit of 
the 
tariff 
on 
w heat—42 cents a bushel. That is, 
be would get the world price plus 
42 cents on everything under the 
surplus. 
"When he got the world price 
plus 42 cents he would be getting 
a fair price as actually already 
fixed by congress. 
“Four out of every Av® bushels, 
roughly, are consumed a t 
home, 
and the maximum price would be 
the cost of laying wheat in New 
York 
harbor plus 
the 
42-cent 
duty.”

Q. 
Is decomposed granite (sand 
like) good to mix with adobe soil? 
la animal urine absorbed by straw 
a good fertilizer?— C. P. H. 
A. Sand or decomposed granite 
is very good to help break up 
adobe. 
Lime or gypsum may be 
used with the sand, especially lf 
the adobe is very heavy and hard 
to handle. 
Any sort of lime will 
do, even old plaster ground up, but 
care should be taken not to use too 
much quick-Ume, as It Is apt to 
burn out the humus of the soil. 
When It can be obtained, ground 
limestone, unburned, Is the best 
form to use on soil. 
Animal urine is rather high in 
fertilizing elements and when mixed 
with or absorbed by straw is a 
good fertilizer. 
Straw itself is a 
valuable thing to mix with the 
soil, as practically all of our soils 
lack humus end should have large 
amounts of vegetable m atter in­ 
corporated with them. 
Humus in­ 
creases the water-holding capacity 
of soils, 
makes 
them 
easier to 
work, adds plant food and makes 
conditions more favorable for the 
proper reaction of soil bacteria. 
Bean straw s or alfalfa straw s are 
more valuable, however, than b ar­ 
ley or other grain hay straws, as 
the form er contain laager amounts 
of nitrogen. 


covering 
or 
coating

easily 
sheds most sprays without their 
being able to penetrate the wax. 
Prof. Donne of the U. of C. has, 
however, worked out a dip or spray 
that fairly well dissolves the wax 
and a t tho same time kills the 
bugs.. To make a small amount of 
spray m aterial by this formula, 
mix one-half pound of Gold Dust 
soap 
powder, one-half ounce of 
black leaf (a concentrated tobacco 
solution) and I pint of Volck oil 
into six gallons of water. 
Make 
sure all the m aterials are th o r­ 
oughly incorporated and a good 
emulsion secured. The tobacco ex­ 
tract and Volck oil can be ob­ 
tained from any dealer in seeds or 
plants. 
The spray should be put on with 
as much force as possible in order 
that the wax covering on the bugs 
may be penetrated. 


Q. 
A friend gave me a lot of 
grape cuttings that I would like to 
plant, but not 
knowing just how it 
ought to be done and how 
they 
ought to be prepared, I am writing 
you for advice.— Mrs. S. B. L. 
A. In the first place, allow from 
12 to 15 inches for each cutting. If 
any of the cuttings you have are 
composed of wood older than one 
year, 
either discard 
them 
alto­ 
gether or else remove the older 
portion of the wood. Good cuttings 
should be composed of one-year- . 
old wood exclusively. 
Cuttings of ; 
very 
large or 
very 
small 
size 
should not be used as a general 
rule. 
Those from a third 
to a 
half-inch in diam eter are the best, 
although sometimes larger canes 
may be successfully used for cu t­ 
tings, 
particularly 
w ith 
very 
strong-growing varieties. They may 
be slightly larger a t the base and 
a little smaller a t the top than 
tho size given. 
Make the cut at 
the base just below or just a t a 
node or bud, leaving a piece or all 
of the hard diaphragm. 
At the 
top make the cut about midway or 
at least an inch between two buds 
or nodes. 
If the soil in which you wish to 
plant the cuttings is fairly light, 
warm 
and 
well-drained, 
either 
where they are to grow or In n u r­ 
sery rows, to be removed to per­ 
m anent places next winter. 
C ut­ 
tings placed in heavy, wet soil as 
early as this (February I) may rot 
In the ground. 
If kept in damp 
moss In a cool place, they may be 
held back until March or April and 
then planted, which is a safe thing 
to do if heavy soil is to be used. 
In any event, plant them deeply, 
leaving one bud well above the 
ground and one just at the surface. 
Some growers make their c u t­ 
tings now, tie them in bundles of 
50 or IOO, butts all one way and 
bury them perpendicularly, butts 
up, under a few inches of sand. If 
kept in a well-drained place and 
not allowed to dry out, calluses 
will quickly form over the butts, 
as they are near the surface and 
.are in warm soil. 
A fter calluses 
have formed, In a month or more, 
the cuttings are 
taken 
up and 
planted 
oat 
in 
the 
usual 
way. 
Treated in this m anner they root 
more quickly and surely. 


Q. 
I hav* mealy bugs on many 
plants in th* garden. 
They make 
the plante unthrifty and unsightly. 
In the 
past you gave 
us soma 
ladybird beetles to destroy them, 
but can’t find any around now. Is 
there any spray I can use that will 
kill them?— Mrs. E. 8. B. 
A. Ladybird beetles are more or 
less dormant in the winter, while 
m ltly bugs are not. 
This is why 
you always find more of the latter 
at this time of year. 
Later on in 
the spring the beetles will became 
active again and mealy bugs will 
reduce in numbers. 
It is rather a difficult m atter to 
use a material strong enough to 
kill mealy bugs w ithout injuring 
the plants also. 
These bugs are 
protected by a rather heavy wax 


Q. 
On some varieties of applet 
I find 
each year » considerable 
amount of scab, although I spray 
regularly with lime-sulphur for its 
control. 
Kindly advise me if this 
is the beet materiel for the pur­ 
pose and what time it should be 
applied.— L. W. 
A. In normal years lim e-sulphur 
applied at the right time and at 
the proper strength will kill the 
scab fungus to a satisfactory de­ 
gree. 
In 
some years, 
however, 
when m oisture conditions are right 
in the spring a very heavy infec­ 
tion takes place and the disca.se is 
hard 
to handle. 
If cool, 
moist 
weather occurs about blossoming 
time we may expect a heavier scab 
infection 
and 
extra 
precautions 
should be taken. 
Lim e-sulpliur combined with a r­ 
senate of lead (basic) is the stand­ 
ard control for scab. 
In addition 
to being of insecticidal value, the 
arsenate of lead is said to increase 
the fungicidal value of the lime- 
sulphur. 
Some authorities report 
a little better success with lime- 
sulphur, but the former may, un­ 
der some conditions, cause T u ssl­ 
ing of the fruit, hence the lime- 
sulphur is generally preferable. 
The time of spraying is 
im­ 
portant. The most effective period 
is just before the blossoms open, 
the pink bud stage, and after the 
individual 
blossom 
buds 
in 
the 
cluster have separated. This period 
is rather short, usually only three 
or four days, and spraying must 
be prompt if it is to be effective. 
A later spray may be given after 
the 
blossoms 
have 
about 
two- 
thirds fallen. 
Use a 2 or 2% per 
cent lime-sulphur, and 2 pounds 
of 
powdered 
arsenate 
of 
lead 
(basic) 
to 
each 
IOO 
gallons 
of 
spray. 


Q. 
I am contemplating using an 
overhead 
aprinkling 
or 
irrigating 
system on citrus trees.. One ad­ 
vantage claimed by the aprinkling 
man is that the method of irri­ 
gating helps to control acale. Has 
this been 
proved to be true 
in 
other districts?—C. W. R. 
A. There is no evidence that 
the overhead system will be of any 
assistance 
in 
controlling 
such 
scales as red and purple. 
Woglum 
and La Follette state (February 
Citrograph) th at in groves where 
this system is in operation, young 
black scales place themselves, to 
a large extent, on the undersides 
of the leaves. 
This operates to 
protect them to a certain extent 
from a natural mortality due to 
the heat of the sun and has some 
bearing on 
the effectiveness 
of 
sprays used to control them. 
The 
overhead 
system, does, 
however, 
keep the leaves fresh and green 
and washes off much honey dew 
that would otherwise form a black 
and sm utty deposit on them, and 
in so far as this angle of the prob­ 
lem is concerned, certainly makes 
for a better and more vigorous 
tree.

the project. 
The dehydrating plant proposed 
by the oil companies would coat ap­ 
proximately 
$209.009. 
The 
cost 
would be shared by approximately 
39 of] companies. In addition to the 
plant, the companies also ar* plan­ 
ning the construction of a large 
pip* line to the lowland* «aet of 
town, where th* w ater would be 
dumped following the dehydrating 
plant operation*. 
The plan win save the oil com­ 
panies a great deal of money, It ie 
reported. At present all of th* oil 
and w ater is hauled by truck to a 
dumping ground east of town. 
By 
erecting the plan the oil companies 
would salvage a great deal of oil 
now wasted and would also elimin­ 
ate much of the hauling. 
Officials of the various oil com­ 
panies admit having the plane for 
the dehydrating plant under con­ 
sideration, but declare that no defi­ 
nite decision has beet» reached in 
regard to the project. 
The plant would serve about 266 
wells a t th# present time. 
There 
are 104 wells on production here a t 
the present tim*. 
Drilling opera­ 
tions are being conducted on 102 
well*. 
Three new oil rig* are going up. 
Permits for the rig* were issued 
yesterday by th# city building de­ 
partment.

Deductions for depreciation form 
an Im portant Item In the returns of 
m any taxpayers, and are the sub­ 
ject of frequent inquiries. The word 
“depreciation" ie not used by 
the 
revenue act of 1928, which provides 
for a "reasonable allowance for the 
exhaustion, wear, and tear of prop­ 
erty used in the trade or business, 
including a reasonable allowance for 
obsolescence." 
For 
convenience, 
such allowance usually is referred 
to by regulations relating to the In­ 
come tax as depreciation. 
In claiming a deduction for depre­ 
ciation several fundamental princi­ 
ples m ust be observed. The deduc­ 
tion m ust be confined to property 
actually used in the trade, business, 
profession, or vocation. In general, 
it applies to the tax payer's capital 
assets—buildings, machinery, etc.— 
the cost of which can not be 
de­ 
ducted as a business 
expense. 
A 
building or machine gradually be­ 
comes old and worn out. 
On a c ­ 
count of this depreciation the value 
of such assets is decreased. A loss 
is thereby sustained, for which the 
taxpayer is entitled to recognition 
in making his return of Income. 
Depreciation may be claimed on 
all business property, which

cludes not only buildings and m a­ 
chinery of a permanent character, 
but automobiles, farm tractors, mine 
and mill equipment, office furniture 
and books.

DIETING TOO FAS T H AS D AN G ERS 
The health of American women undoubtedly Is 
suffering from the craze for "slenderixation,” and 
women undoubtedly are dieting to an extreme to 
reduce their weight and size within the bounds 
of what they consider the current mode. 
Their dieting is not Intelligently done. 
They diet 
perpendicularly, so to speak, instead of horizontally. 
A diet of lettuce and hard-boiled eggs. which so 
many of them affect, robs the body of necessary 
vitamines. 
Women so dieting are unable properly 
to building up their depleted bodies. 
They make themselves susceptible to colds and to 
more serious infections. 
In New York it has been found th a t tuberculosis 
is increasingly prevalent among young girls on 
account of the malnutrition of a diet reduced too 
greatly for health. A woman who deliberately irives 
herself an undernourished body is flirting with 
tuberculosis and with all other types of serious dis­ 
eases. 
There is one crumb of comfort, however, for 
the woman who diets, lf she diets w ithin reason and 
under intelligent supervision. 
Insurance companies 
have found that overweight after middle age de­ 
creases life expectancy and ie associated w ith ser­ 
ious troubles, such as high blood pressure, kidney 
troubles and disturbances of the blood vessels. 
A person dieting intelligently m ust be Informed 
of the weight proper to age, racial type, height and 
activity.

Is Part of Education

Dr. Tully Knowles, president of the College of the Pacific, «ays 
thst "teaching children to respect the law is the only way to keep 
them from breaking it.” In other words, good citizenship is a mat­ 
ter of education and not an inherent quality. He says that we are 
sadly failing in this educational work, because the prisons are now 
jeing filled up with young men. During the last 15 years the aver­ 
age age of convicts in California has dropped from 34 years to 
22 years. 
There are two reasons for this. 
One is that we do not I 
keep the long term convicts in the penitentiary as long as we used 
to do. That reduces the average age of inmates. The other is the 
one Dr. Knowles refers to, the fact that very young people are 
rasing into a certain class of crimes because of a desire to ’’get a 
kick out of life” and because of defective education in the matter 
of moral standards and citizenship. 
Dr. Knowles says that we must teach in our schools that law 
is not a mere arbitrary enactment by men who happen to be in a 
majority at some particular time in legislative bodies, but represents 
the concentrated experience of mankind throughout the ages. Epit­ 
omized, that experience is to the effect, that every man must re­ 
spect the rights of every other man, that each must exercise his own 
rights in such a way as not to injure others, and, what is funda­ 
mental in any social order, that the rights of the individual are sec­ 
ondary to the welfare of the whole, and that he must submit to 
such regulation of his conduct as the general welfare requires.

One of the valuable uses served 
by the airplane is th at of explor­ 
ing and surveying remote regions 
of the world, difficult of access, 
sparsely inhabited, little known and 
perhaps almost uncivilized.

A laska Aerial 
Survey 
expedition, 
connected with the United States 
N aval Air station on San Diego 
bay, and the work over tile terri­ 
tory is to be resumed next spring. 
W hat already has been accom- 
lished in Alaska by the survey is 
said to be much more extensive 
than th a t of any other governm ent 
undertaking of the kind. The while 
terrain to be mapped extends for 
a distance of 900 miles along the 
coast, and has an average width 
of 60 miles. 
The mapping is done chiefly by 
photography. 
And In four months 
of the past year many perfect nega­ 
tives were obtained of numerous is­ 
lands along the Alaskan coast, by 
seven officers and forty men, using 


three all-m etal planes. But the ex­ 
peditionary force as a whole num ­ 
bered about. IOO. 
Two 
naval 
vessels 
constituted 
supply stations and a ready refuge 
for the aviators in case of need. In 
addition to these, several operating 
bases were established on land. 
One of the discoveries was a 
beautiful lake nine mtles long and 
four to five wide, which lias an 
enormous drainage area, an altitude 
of 1500 feet, and may be a future 
source of electric power for K etchi­ 
kan and other Alaskan settlements. 
Several other power sites were 
found, which could bo linked into a 
single system.

Mt. Fairw eather has an altitude 
of 15,480 above the sea, and adja­ 
cent ranges, 
near the Canadian 
line, run from 8000 to 14,000 feet. 
It is pleasing to learn that no 
serious mishap was experienced and 
that the members of the expedition, 
as well as the planes, returned in 
good condition to San Francisco.
